SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled EWtheWaterWheells classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports acts of torture, 
and the infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The publication consists of a seven page story that describes in intricate detail the 
extreme cruelty and violence visited upon a restrained man. The narrative extends to 
describing the victim's distress at his torture, and the torturer's relish at his pain. The 
effect is to promote and support acts of torture, and the infliction of extreme violence 
and extreme cruelty, as things that are sexually arousing. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set 
out in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is 
consistent, however, with Parliament's intention that publications falling under section 
3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the 
availability of publications that promote and support acts of torture, the infliction of 
extreme violence and extreme cruelty.
